JOurinc tho past week the East Gorman proas continued its proptgonda exploi- 
tation of tho Hi*rburg incident involving GD3 Volkskanracr President Dr. Johannes 
Dieckmann. A vorltable flood of articles appeared In tho East press describing 
Dieckmann 's °heroio behavior bo for o fas 0 1st 00 bs in Marburg" and wliat it called 
tho logical conclusions to be drawn from the incident. . For excnplo, Uouss 
P outs oh land of January 21, in on editorial on the Inoident, said that it was 
“an act of fasoioto whoso symbol was no longer the swastika but tho sign of the . 
cross of the Jange Union and the crabloras'of reactionary student fraternities. 11 
Tho editorial stated that the n neo-fasciot3 d in the Federal Kcpublis arc 
"financed, directed and. cocmndod hy old, experienced fascists such as Hlcraler's 
bloody helper Olobke, Gocbbels* intimate Learner, and SA man Schroedcr." 

The sare paper had a series of articles this week which described the pre- 
vailing Intellectual atmosphere at Marburg University as similar to that of the 
period Ittoedlately* following World War 1 at which time Karburg students reportedly 
participated in Free porps.acty of violence, against workers in Thuringia.*

The East press this we ok reported that the West' German Federal Chancellery 
had taken steps "to save its Director Globke by ordering the confiscation of tlie - 
documents turned over to the ilesslsn Prosecuting General 1 s office." The docu- 
ments were transmitted on January 17. .. The GD3 prose described the documents as 
clear proof of Globke 1 s complicity and- responsibility- for the death of millions 
or Jews. Meues' Deutschland of January 18,* in a report 6o:tha transfer of the 
documents , said that tho Hoeslan Prose outer General, (fftu) Bauer, had signed a 
receipt for the documents end, as reported by the UPX (United Press International), 
h*d .declared in effect that they were authentic*- The next day the same SED 
daily quoted conversations among what were described as well -inf onr«ed sources in 
Donn who reportedly admitted that the documents were truo copies of original

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6. Knot Perron Attacks o n Allied Travel Restrictions 

On January 22 Houos Deutschland attacked the Allied Travel Office end 
th« roatriotione imposed on East Oorman travel by the denial of Terr rary 
Travel Doounonts to oortaln categories of travelers* For the first time 
slnoe the imposition of ourrent restriotions in September# Heuea Deutschland 
olted the ATO dirootly instead of claiming that Federal Republic pressure on 
the NATO nations hindering travel by East Germans* It allegod that tho 
legal foundation for tho axistehco and the activity of the ATO had ended with 
the passing of the Allied Control Counoil in 1948# for “since tliat time two 
German states have arisen with each having the power to -issue passports." 

The editorial stated that ATO' restriotions “injure tho sovereignty of 
other states# since noma American or English oooupation officer in West Berlin 
docldes whether a ODR citizen can visit Norway or Denmark, Belgium or Holland*, 
and said that 

\ "this is not only incompatible with international law but 
is directed against the interests of the people in these 
states* The practice particularly injures firms in these 
, lands engaging in ooranerce with the ODR or cooperating with 
it in other fields* 0 

The Halle Freiheit on January 25 attacked France for refusing to issue visas 
to four East' German sport Journalists wishing to report on an international 
ski meet at Courviohel and for 'also refusing visas: to' East German student 
athletes planning to attend a Grenoble student sport tournament. Heues 
Deutschland on January 21 reported that the Executive Committee and Presidium 
of the ^East German) League of Ocrmn Journalists had protested to French 

• Premier Deor4 about the visa refusal to the four Jwiraalists.
